The proposed addition to 
the city’s public library moved 
another step closer to reality 
at Tuesday night’s meeting 
of the sierra Madre City 
Council. 

After hearing Paul Clif¬ 
ton, chairman of the SMR 
Group report a successful 
conclusion to that commit¬ 
tee’s $50,000 fundraising ef¬ 
fort to finance the addition, 
the council, on a divided vote, 
accepted the donation of the 
entire fund raised to finance 
the addition. 

The council authorized a 
notice of invitation for bids 
to be opened at its June 23 
meeting. 

The ruling body also desig¬ 
nated the SMR Group as the 
Mayor’s committee to super¬ 
vise construction of the new 
room. 

In his remarks to the coun¬ 


cil, Clifton said the group 
hopes to have ground-break¬ 
ing ceremonies June 17 with 
actual construction to begin 
June 30 and be completed in 
time for school, Septem¬ 
ber 15. 

Clifton noted the $50,000 
construction fund goal had 
been exceeded with more than 
$46,100 in cash already re¬ 
ceived and another $5600 in 
pledges to be received shortly.

According to Elizabeth 
Roberts, publicity chairman 
(and an English war bride 
from WWII), the spacious, 
English green lawns of the 
five-acre grounds will sparkle 
with decorated booths fea¬ 
turing home-baked goods, 
pastries and “savouries,” 
shortbread, jam tarts, sau¬ 
sage rolls, strawberries and 
ice cream, and, of course, 
many imported British items. 
There is also an enticing 


drawing at which winners 
need not be present. 

One visiting the home for 
the first time is struck by 
what Midwestern grand¬ 
mothers used to call “a re¬ 
fined and genteel atmos¬ 
phere.” And yet the persons, 
including two then, who live 
at the retirement home, all 
of British Commonwealth 
birth or parentage, are a var¬ 
ied and fascinating lot, rang¬ 
ing in age from 65 years old, 
df»at magic age when those 
qualifying may join the home 
in one of the gaily-decorated 



cottages, to nearly 100. Ten 
residents are over 90. 

Some of the women have 
been governesses, one has 
been in the theatre, several 
are RNs, and one was a pri¬ 
soner of war during WWII. 

Shiela Schnegg, of Alham¬ 
bra, also a WWII war bride, 
is president of the group 
and Mrs. R. Walling of Sier¬ 
ra Madre, is first vice-presi¬ 
dent. 

Publicist Roberts explains 
the history briefly: The British 
Home was a dream of Daugh¬ 
ters of the British Empire in 
California and the first lot 
and six-room cottage was 
built in 1930 with the land 
purchased for $11,000. The 
property was part of the 


had a total of 51 trees, one 
oak tree which still stands. 

On September 22, 1931, 
the British Home was formal¬ 
ly opened by Sir John Adams, 
Consul-General of Great Bri¬ 
tain. There was a rush of 
applications and, says Ro¬ 
berts, “It was apparent there 
would be a long waiting list. 
A wing was added to the exist¬ 
ing structure, the money being 
donated by Florence Shafer 
of Long Beach.” 

Then in 1934, Harry 3-r 
Foskett of Pacific Palisades 
donated the $10,000 neces¬ 
sary to purchase a lot behind 
Shafer Cottage. Soon more 
and more cottages were built 
with the present main kitchen 
added in 1953 with funds 


of Long Beach. At the same 
time, Roberts notes, the main 
dining room was built with a 
bequest of Katherine Arm¬ 
strong of Portland, Ore. 

Additions were built in 
1954, 1958 and finally 1966 
brought the modest begin¬ 
ning of 1931 and only six 
residents to a facility which 
houses 37 residents in four 
cottages and an extended- 
care facility, including an in¬ 
firmary. 

Schnegg explains that there 
are annually two big events 
taking place at the home; the 
June Fair, usually on the first 
Saturday of June, and the 
“Ingathering” in the autumn 
which provides an oppor¬ 
tunity for “friends and well-

Red Car Brings Back Memories f or Dowding 


You’d hardly know that 
the years have built up to 85 
when you look at Herbert 
“Red” Dowding, former 
motorman on the Pacific 
Electric car which shuffled 
Sierra Madreans back and 
forth across the valley and 
into Los Angeles. 

And it was 31 years ago 
that Dowding drove the last 
Red Car out of Sierra Madre 
in a car decorated with a 
wreath of white ’mums as a 
trumpeter played the strains 
of “Auld Lang Syne.” 

Fiercely loyal to the “Big 
Red Car,” Dowding recently 
compared driving the electric 
car with the bus which he 
took up immediately after 
the Red Car was retired, “1 
didn’t like it as well.” 

He had to count the pas¬ 
sengers on the new bus line 
and his wife, Catherine, had 
to come along to count pas¬ 
sengers that first day. 

He will be on hand over 
the Centennial Days week¬ 
end, July 3, 4, 5, to show 
off the Red Car affection¬ 
ately called “the old girl” as 
a museum and to whip her 
back into action for those 
who wish to ride up and 
down Sierra Madre Blvd. 


Old timers still ask if it 
were really necessary to re¬ 
tire the Big Red Cars while 
today in the smog people zip 
and fuss along the crowded 
freeways in autos and buses. 

Dowding remembers that 
the Los Angeles City Coun¬ 
cil and “Amy Semple Mc¬ 
Pherson declared there 
should be no elevated lines 
for the city.” That wrote 
the last words on the epitaph 
for the electric cars as more 
autos came into use, the PE 
icars were slowed. 

Highway authorities refused 
to eliminate dangerous grade 
crossings with bridges or sub¬ 
ways and refused a request to 
build high speed rail lines in 
the median strips of the new 
freeways. There was nothing 
to do after that but say fare¬ 
well to the line that couldn’t 
raise money to relocate tracks 
which were in the way of the 
San Bernardino Freeway. 

After more than 50 years 
of service—for three genera¬ 
tions of southlanders—it sold 
the remainder of its system to 
Metropolitan Coach Lines, 
and Red Dowding joined 
other motormen who made 
the transition from electric 
car to regular bus and spent
